ST. Louis, Dec. J3.—Post-Dispatch Hillsboro, 


111., special: At the opening of conrt this 
morning, the jury having been completed last 
night, all the witnesses were called and sworn 
and instructed by Judge Phillips that they must 
remain in a room prepared for them or on the 
street; that they would not be permitted in the 
conrt room. The defense has many more •wit- 
nesses, as have the prosecution. The court 
room was densely thronged. Miss Bond was 
the nrst witness called.

On account of the convenience aiid compara- 


tive cheapness of access, and as affording the 
last opportunity to get fertile, easily cultivated 
government lands under the pre-emption, home- 
stead and tree-claim acts, the rush of emigra- 
tion is now mainly to Dakota, but, at the rate it 
is pouring in, that territory, immense asitisi 
will soon be flooded, and then it is likely 
to push on in somewhat diminished vol- 
ume into Montana, Idaho, Washington Ter- 
ritory, Oregon and the Puget Sound region. 
The oncwtion comes np as to the stability of this 
growth. There are those who hold that it is a 
speculative mushroom affair, and cannot be 
maintained away up here to the north, close to 
the Manitoba blizzard mills. But the same was 
said of Chicago twenty years ago, when that 
city had the effrontery to set np rivalry with the 
solid wealthy old hunker city of St. Louis. The 
talk was then, that St. Louis had such excep- 
tional advantages of position, geographically, 
and near the junction of great navigable rivers, 
that Chicago, away to the north of the great 
central line of western travel and business, had 
no sort of show in the way of rivalry. The 
growth of Chicago was declared to be a specula- 
tive bubble, kept afloat for the time being by 
borrowed eastern money, and the inevitable col- 
lapse, it was said, would soon leave the aspiring 
citv a sort of deserted village in its native 
swamps. But Chicago has gone on growing in 
this "mushroom" way, and has BO far surpassed 
St. Louis in population and business prosperity 
that its rival has lost all interest in the census 
reports. 


THE ADVANCE OF THE ''BUSTLEBS," 


The same restless, speculative people that raised 
Chicago bodily out of the mud, and recreated it 
again and again out of the ashes, and then 
pushed on further northwest to the Mississippi 
and leveled the hills and filled up the valleys to 
make room for St. Paul with its busy population 
of 80,000, and as soon as that task was well un- 
der way moved a step further north and con- 
verted the great falls of St. Anthony into a mill 
race to make Minneapolis the biggest flour 
factory in the world, with a duplicate popu- 
lation to that of St. Paul,-these are the 
same "rustlers" that are now overrunning 
Dakota, building np railroad towns, river towns, 
valley towns, and starting wheat farms, raising 
ghrin elevators, and preparing generally to 
make that territory fulfill ils manifest destiny 
of supplying the larger part of the 20,000,000 
bushels of wheat required annually to keep the 
Minneapolis mills going. That job finished, 
they will soon be pushing further west toward 
the PacificMibast. Who can tell what limits to 
put to theJgrowth of this new nsrthwest in the 
next twenty years, with Buch men *o the front?

northwest via Pipestone, Ordway, etc., to Bis- 
marck. The line north-has been surveyed sixty 
four miles into Yellow Medicine county to a 
point where it will connect with the Minneapolis 
& St. Louis when the latter road ia extendei 
west of Redwood Falls, and thence the B. C. B 
& N. line will bear northwest across the Yellow 
Medicine and Lac qui Parle counties in Orton 
ville to reach the Fargo Southern connection 
The surveyors returned to Worthington a few 
weeks ago having completed their work on this 
line for the Reason.

Worthington on the other or the Bismarck line 
going northwest from here, ana, we learn, wil 
stay ont as long as the weather will permit.

time for more than six months. He also 
has the privilege of paying the govern- 
ment price for the land at any time after 
six months' continuous residence. If he 
has used his homestead and not his pre- 
emption right, this bill—if it becomes a 
law—will give him an additional home- 
stead right, and enable him, if he desires 
so to do, to sell the homestead he is now 
occupying, or to which he has obtained 
title, and take another. 
. Under the pre-emption law the claim- 
ant must first select the land, go upon it, 
and make improvements before filing his 
declaration that he intends to claim it 
under that law. He must reside upon it 
continuously for six months, when he 
may pay the government price for it. 
He must pay for it at the end of thirty 
months, and if he does not do so his land 
is subject to entry by others. 
Indeed, 


any one who wishes to do so can file a 
declaration upon any piece of lan< occu- 
pied under the pre-emption law, and 
bring annoyance and distress upon those 
occupying in good faith. An instance of 
this sort occurred at Bismarck, where 
half a' dozen different persons filed 
declarations 
upon 
the 
city 
of 


Bismarck, and when-the Honorable (?) 
Ansley Gray made a pre-emption filing 
upon the McBride land, now an addition 
to the city. 


Claim-jumping and the outrages upon 


persons and property growing out of it 
will cease with the repeal of the pre- 
emption law. There is latitude enough 
in the homestead law to preserve the 
rights of settlers, without forcing them 
to resort to lawless means. 


The iraudulent entry of lands valuable 


because of the timber upon them can be 
prevented by exempting that class from 
entry under the homestead law. As re- 
marked yesterday, these lands should be 
appraised and sold at auction to the 
highest bidder. 


Perjury and fraud in, connection with, 


the public land laws should be punished 
as perjury and fraud are punished when 
the rights of individuals are affected. In 
the interest of settlers the inspectors 
should be authorized to initiate contests 
where claims have been abandoned for 
over six months, and in the interests of 
the government, as well as the settlers, 
the tree-culture law, which ties up nearly 
one-fourth of the public lands for purely 
speculative purposes, without encour- 
aging 
the 
growth 
of 
timber 
to 


any considerable extent, 
should be 


immediately repealed. Those holding 
claims under that law, however, should 
be given the right to pay for the land at 
$1.25 per acre or perfect title under the 
law. 


All government land, excepting that 


especially valuable because of timber or 
minerals, should be sold under the pro- 
visions of the homestead law, at $1.25 
per acre. The government having given 
away half of the land, ought not to tax 
the settler the value of the grant, as they 
have been doing by making the lands 
within the limits of the railroad grants 
double minimum lands. 


IXTKKlESTl>« COMPARISONS. 
As an evidence of the importance of 


Dakota in comparison with other states 
anfl territories in the Union, the follow- 
ing facts taken from the report of the 
*hird assistant postmaster general, will 
prove of interest. The number of regis- 
tered letters and packages mailed in 
Dakota for the year ending June 30, 
1883, was 131,628; while in Alabama the 
number was but 140,259; in Arkansas but 
140,285; in Deleware but 16,897; in 
Florida 94,920; in Maine but 155,763; in 
Maryland but 111,849; in Mississippi but 
140,461; in Nebraska but 153,506; in 
Nevada but 34,620; in New Hampshire 
but 77,497; in New Jersey but 157,424; in 
Oregon but 74,353; in Rhode Island but 
44,560; in South Carolina but 111,405; in 
Vermont 77,512; in West Virginia 105,264; 
in Alaska 209; in Arizona 44,052; in Idaho 
42,264; in Indian Territory 25,032; Mon- 
tana 63,320; New Mexico 51,528; in Utah 
52,598; in Washington Territory 45,496, 
and in Wyoming 26,680. Dakota shows 
a greater number than Delaware and 
Florida combined; more than Maryland; 
more than New Hampshire and Nevada 
combined; and more than Vermont and 
South Carolina combined. 


Dakota has 33 presidential offices; Al- 


abama but 22; Arizona but 5; Arkansas 
but 15; Delaware but 7; FloridaJbnt 13; 
Georgia but 28; Idaho but 4; Kentucky 
but 35; Louisiana but 14; Maine but 32; 
Maryland but 19; Mississippi but 24; 
Montana but 9; Nebraska but 43; Nevada 
but 10; New Hampshire but 30; New 
Mexico bat 7; North Carolina but 18; 
Oregon but 12; Rhode Island but 11; 
South Carolina but 16; Tennessee but 
24; Utah but 6; Vermont but 26; Virginia 
but 29;Washington Territory but 9; West 
Virginia bnt 13, and Wyoming but 4, 
But eighteen of the states and territories. 
47 in number, have . more presidential 
offices than Dakota. 


The postal %revenues from Dakota for 


th$ year, ending June 30,1883, amounted 
to $313,169.35; in Alabama they were but 
$351,461.19; in Delaware $103,748102; in 
Nevada $81,155.35; in North Carolina 
$357,009.74; in Oregon 8202,048.58; in 
Rhode Island $332,643.15; in South Car- 
olina $279,342.91; in West Virginia $245,- 


139.86? in Arizona $71,180.08; in Idah< 
$54,736.32; in Indian Territory $27, 
339.89; in Montana $121,729.13; in Nev 
Mexico $95,593.24; in Utah $125,805.90 
Washington Territory $99,114.80; Wyo- 
ming $48,629.35, and in Alaska $407.80 
Seven of the states and all of the item 
tones return less postal revenue than tht 
territory of Dakota. 


These figures show that Dakota would 


take a position in the middle rank of the 
states if admitted to the union as she 
should be and as she would be if our 
people were united in their demand for 
admission. 


BISMARCK. 


Bismarck, the capital of Dakota, is sit- 


uated within forty-three miles of the 
geographical center of the territory, on 
the east bank of the Missouri river, at 
the North Pacific crossing of that stream. 
It has a population of 4,500; Presbyte- 
rian, Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist and 
Catholic church structures; graaed pub- 
lie and Catholic schools; two brick pub- 
lic school buildings, one of them cosfing 
$25,000; brick court house, costing $30,- 
000; Dakota penitentiary, built of brick, 
costing $50,000; Dakota capitol, main 
portion to be enclosed January 1,1884, 
built of brick, trimmed with Joliet mar- 
ble, costing when complete $300,030, 
portion now under construction $1SO,- 
000. During the' year 217 buildings, 
costing $850,000, were erected. Missouri 
river bridge at Bismaick, completed in 
1882, cost $1,500,000. The Chicago & 
Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway companies have surveyed lines 
to Bismarck, and the latter has secured, 
120 acres adjoining the city for depot 
purposes; The Rock Island now has a 
corps of surveyors in the field who aie 
locating a line which they intend build- 
ing in 1884. Country around Bismarck 
undulating prairie; soil deep and rid, 
strongly impregnated with lime and B 
peculiarly adapted to wheat and barley 
culture. • Timber is confined to stresmi; 
principally cottonwood, although there 
is considerable oak and ash on the 
higher benches. The Missouri river B 
navigable for boats of two hundred anl 
fifty to seven hundred tons burden for 
twelve hundred miles above Bismarcl. 
Climate is dry and bracing. Thermome- 
ter ranges in winter from seventy-ore 
above to thirty-eight beiow. There ae 
not a dozen days in winter when ths 
lower extreme is reached. Generally tic 
range is from sixty above to eighteei 
below, with clear skies, little wind anc 
no rain. In summer the range of ther- 
mometer is from forty-eight to one nun* 
dred and four above—generally in the 
vicinity of seventy. 


These facts are given in reply to in- 


quiries received yesterday. 


THEBE are few men in the nation bet- 


ter known to the public men of today 
than Governor Ordway; and those wh« 
have known him during the many yeare 
he has been in public Me, almost "with- 
out exception, have confidence in his; 
integrity, and admire him for his inde- 
pendence and Constancy. He has drawn 
the fire of all of the old political hacks 
in Dakota, who believed that the territory 
was created for their benefit and should 
be run in their interests, it is true, but as 
the Fargo Argus says: 
"The very ex- 


travagance of the denunciation of which 
he has been the object, shows an un- 
worthy and" personal animus. The char- 
acter of the assailants does not warrant 
the supposition of such supreme and 
intense devotion to the public good as 
would be requisite in discarding all per- 
sonal motives. 
The. governor no doubt 


has his failings, and is by no means 
singular in this, even among Dakota 
politicians. 
He has probably made 


some mistake in administering the affairs 
of the territory, but if the specifications 
of* his assailants are taken as evidence, 
the catalogue is not a formidable one. 
They deal almost entirely in vague gen- 
eralities, and^ rarely descend to definite 
charges of wrong. 
Before Governor 


Ordway entered upon the duties of his 
office, he made a tour of the territory 
and looked carefully over the entire 
field.

The Mystery Solved. 


ST. PADG, Minn., Dec, 7.—[Special.]—There 


appeared in the Pioneer Press of .Nov< rnber 30, 
a special telegram from Eilendale, Dak., giving 
an account of the finding of the dead bodies of 
twenty three men and about as many hordes in 
a val.ey in the northwestern portion of Dickey 
c.>unty. The skeletons were -jiled up together 
and gave evidence of having lain there twenty 
yar* or more. A number of" br.iEB army bat- 
tons and spurs found in the ghastly pi!e, led to 
the supposition that the remains were those 
of a cavalry detachment that had pe.ri'-hpd or 
been massacred. But the people in that section 
were unable to solve ihe». mystery as to the iden- 
tity of th<? dead, from whence they came, and in 
what minner th^y met death. The publication 
ot the telegram has excited a very large amount 
of interest throughout the northwest, and there 
has been considerable talk among the old- 
timers in the attempt to bring to mind the 
history ot the affair. 
No one ban yet been able 


to give a satisfactory solution of the mystery. 


After the above introductory remarks, the 


Pioneer Prass gives a number of opinions from 
army officeis and old-timers, but none are 
definite or satisfactory solutions of the myste- 
rious find. The article Is going the rounds, but 
no one seems to have been able to tell whose 
remains were found. 
la scanning the military 


horizon of the city yesterday afternoon, the 
reporter espied Capt. K. B. Mason, and called 
his attention to this recent discovery, which is 
attracting so much public attention. From the 
interview with Captain Mason, the opinion of 
Mr. Luce, of Groton, proves to be correct. The 
remains are those of men who were in Bully's 
campaign and were killed in

with the Indians in the year 1863. Captain 
Mason was in command of a company of scouts 
attached to the Second Nebraska, commanded by 
ex-Governor Fnrnese, during the Sully cam- 
paign of 1863. He Bays these skeletons are relics 
onthe campaign. In one of the engagements 
.Lieutenant Hall, of the Second Nebraska, lost 


m{a'men; the Sixth Iowa cavalry, commanded 
by Colonel Wilson, lost twenty-one, and Captain 
Mason lost one man from Captain Bain's com- 
pany, makirg twenty-seven men in alL 


General Sully reported -2CO Indians killed 


and wounded, and 156 prisoners* captured. Three 
cla} s were spent in destroying their camp equip- 
age and burying the dead. Captain Mason had 
engaged the Indians 
contrary to Sully'a in- 


structions, the Indians having opened

when but thirty paces distant. He fought them 
about an hour, during which time they gathered 
their families together in a ravine at some dis- 
tance and fina ly slowly retreated. In retreating 
they came upon Col. Wilf on of the Bixth Iowa, 
who badnVagun loaded in his battalion. They 
went through his command, pulling the men 
from their horsts and killing them with the 
butts of their muskets, or with clubs. Wilson, 
as before stated, lost twenty-one men, probably 
without fifing a shot in return. The skirmish is 
known as the battle of 


WHITE STONE HILLS, 


and occurred from the 3rd to the 6th of Septem- 
ber 1863. The Indians were fresh from the 
Minnesota massacre, and were recuperating 
from a series ol engagements with Sibley. Sil- 
verware and household utensils of almost every 
sort, t' gether with clothing and numerous arti 
cles of value, were found in their camp. In one 
instance a package of twenty-seven scalps was 
found, twenty six of them being the scalps of 
white women and one a heavy iron gray goatee 
from a man's face. Captain Mason says the 
racket during the battle was simply fearful. The 
soldiers v eie shouting and swearing; the Indians 
whooping and yelling, and above all this din 
and the rattle of musketry could be heard the 
crying of the squaws and Indian children. 
Seven Indian children were picked np on the 
battle field and sent to Fort Randall with the 
other prisoners. Several soldiers were killed or 
wounded by wounded Indians, and if the truth 
ia to be told it must be said that they (the Indi- 
ans) were not suffered to live to fire up on others. 
There were about

who were attacked by Captain Mason tfad 
his 


ninety-two men, but being encumbered by their 
squaws and papooses they fought at a disad- 
vantage and became demoialized. 
In their 


retreat they came upon Colonel Wilson and 
walkod right through his command, pulling the 
soldiers from their horses and killing them as 
they passed along with any means at their com- 
mand. In addition to the twenty-seven killed, 
about thirty soldiers were wounded, some of 
whom afterward died from their wounds. Dead 
Indians were scattered all over the plains. At' 
one point twenty-two soldiers were buried. The 
skeletons spoken of jnust certainly be relics of 
this battle. It was the season when the Indians 
were killing their winter'rf meat, and dead 
buffalo were to be found on every hand. The 
soldiers had been without wood two w eeks and 
had no means of Booking, but when they 
obtained possession of the Indian teut poles 
and supply ot bnffalo they enjoyed a feast 
indeed. The meat taken which could not be 
used to advantage was burned. In one instance 
a stream, almost approaching

ran from the pile of burning buffalo meat. 


Four days later the 
Missouri river was 


reached and the troops passed down the river 
and established Fort Sully. Just before the 
battle, and about the 1st of September, 1863, 
Captain Mason camped at the mouth of Apple 
Cr*>ek, five miles south of Bismarck. That was 
twenty year-i ago. The captain ia now engaged 
in manufacturing flour and building brick 
blocks in the capital city. Thus are the changes 
which old father Time hi his hurrying, frisky 
praaks is ever bringing about, brought striking- 
ly to the micd.

Slieep Raising; in .Dakota. 


[Fargo Republican.] 


Mr. L. Van Deusen, of the Troy farm. Tap- 


pan, Dakota, reports his experience to the Car- 
ringttm News as follows: "I am the owner of a 
little bunch of sheep.fpnt in to test the truth or 
otherwise, of stories I had heard about wild oatp. 
I started with twenty in-tlhe fall of '79, and my 
flock now, adding those sold and butchered, re- 
presents 150. I have tot been able to give them 
any attention personally. Their fleeces have 
reimbursed me for original ontlayjandj experse 
of feeding, and I considei! that I am now ahead 
all of $700 on the investment. I have used a 
Cotsw.old ram on common Minnesota ewes. The 
wethers of this cross dress 70 or 80 pounds of 
mutton at a year; and 125 at two years. They 
clip an ave/age of eight and one-half pounds of 
coarse wool, which now sells at eighteen to 
twenty c»nts. My increise has been phenome- 
nal—twins being the rule, with oc~asional trip- 
lets. Disease baa been unknown among them. 
In winter we shelter at night, and feed only hay 
and straw. Ventilation is! imperative."

Attention has freo^iently been called to 


the fact that, at the rate at which the de- 
struction of forests is going on in the United 
States, we are within seven years of the end 
of our white pine and spruce. Our northern 
mills would saw up every standing pine in 
Georgia or Alabama in twelve months, and 
would require but sit months more for that 
of Floriua or either of the Carolinas. Such 
are the conclusions of experts officially repre- 
senting the United States government in the 
matter of forestry, upon data furnished 
by the mo=t careful measurements of the 
forests 
now 
standing. 
Three hun- 


dred million dollars' worth a year are 
being cut in the northern 
states of a 


crop which nobody is 
planting, 
and 


which private individuals, looking to imme- 
diate returns tor the support of their families, 
cannot afford to plant. Nothing but life in- 
surance companies could afford to plant trees 
and wait thirty years for a crop. They 
might, perhaps, afford to enter into this busi- 
ness m order to even up the advantage they 
su-stain over other kinds of bubiiie-ss, from 
the fact that their bills receivable mature at 
an aveiage thirty years earlier than their 
bills payable on the same transaction. But 
even with life insurance companies the mo- 
tive would have to be philanthropic. 


Dr. Franklin B. Hough, chief ol forestry in 


the rlepaitment at Washington, estimates 
that in 1 ^70 our entire area of wood lands of 
evei v kiisd was380.000,000acres: that we were 
stripping off the wood from 10,000,000 acres 
annually, and were planting le^s than 10,- 
01)0 an-es. If his data were correct, the area 
of \vood has since been reduced by 125,000,000 
acres and stands now at 355,000,000 acres, or 
ouough to last 25 years longer. 
' 


The lumbermen have satisfactorily shown 


that no remedy whatever is to be found iu 
chocking the cutting off of the lumber, even 
if there were power in any government or 
set of men to do so. Thgy show that, owing 
to the frequency of forest fires, lumber that 
is not cut is sure to be swept over by fire 
every few yean,, and when once burned over 
it must be cut within the following year or 
the worms destroy it. The only way to save 
the lumber actually in existence, therefore, 
and exposed to certain fires, is to cut it. Ev- 
ery township and nearly every square mile 
in Michigan and Wisconsin containing lum- 
ber uncut also has its settler, and wherever 
there are settlers there are fires. 


1 Canada has no supply whatever greater 
for her own use than ours is in proportion to 
our demard. ' The forests of Canada will in- 
evitably reach their period of exhaustion at 
about the same time as ours. 
She already 


imports from us the black walnut which she 
needs for her own use or for export, and of 
which she formerly had considerable sup- 
plies'. 


What, then, is to be done? For the crisis 


produced in 1861-4 by the failure of the cot- 
ton supply was not worthy to be called even 
a hint of the crisis of disasters that would JB- 
sult from a failure in the lumber supply. 


Three courses, the first two of which pre- 


sent merely possible palliatives, are really 
our only alternatives: 


1. Ten years from now there must be a 


forced, sudden and total substitution of brick, 
stone aud iron for building purposes, in lieu 
of wood. 


2. Wood pulp manufactured from worth- 


less v, oods and straw mubt In-come a substi- 
tute for timber, or, as the phrase goes, we 
must build our houses of paper. Or, 


8. The government of the United Sates 


must take efficient peremptory measures, 
either of coercion or inducement, whic? will 
injure the planting and relegation to forest 
trees, but especially to the white pine, jt at 
least 10,000,000 acres per year, equivalent to 
the quantity we'arc now denuding. 


Of these three alternatives the first is in- 


adequate. We can substitute brick, til«, and 
slate for the clap-boarding and roofs, oat it 
will be very foreign to our tastes and labits 
to substitute either for floors. Even then, 
vast supplies of wood are needed for imple- 
ments, doors, wainscotjng, and funiture, 
and the prospect is that wood will tscomi? 
very much dearer than^iron. 


The second alternative would be mosl pear- 


ly compensatory, provided the coninuecl 
cheapening in the processes by which wood 
and straw pulp have been applied 1o the 
manufacture of so many things shall he .sup- 
plemented by such means of metaliang or 
hardening it as shall enable it perma»ently 
to endure the weather. 
This, however, is 


one of the contingencies of a partialy de- 
veloped invention. 
The third altenativn 


is nearly the most hopele =s of all. Tin goi - 
eminent and people of the United Satei, 
though nominally omnipotent, are so letbar 
gic of action that long before the yetrs of 
agitation required to get such a proj?ct 
adopted have been spent in organizing :he 
popular convulsion in behalf of tree-plant- 
ing, without which congress would do noth- 
ing, the great timber famine will be upon us 
in full force. Even were congress reary to 
pass any required law that the most SCBII- 
tific forestry commission could frame, still 
the subject would be one of the most difficult, 
though by far the most useful, with which 
that body has ever attempted to grapple.

make discoveries; but when a_series of 
coveries have .jsta Wished a pleasing aorl , 
isfactory tbeoiy, what aia we to think of t 
man who ma {as a new and final discoi 
wholly overthi owing and demolishing 
theory? 
Such has been the conduct of 


Gregg, of Buffalo, and the general opinio 
medical theorists is, that he ought t 
ashamed ot himself!

The theory that certain diseases are __ 


by the presence] of bacteria in the huroan"1 
tern was, until Dr. Gregg made his exri 
ments, accepted by a great many Tear 
men. 
The bacteria in question were al.'e 


to be microscoriic animals of varies' sp&c 
some of which produced consumption', w 
admitted to the huraan body, while otl 
gave (heir attention to the proouetior 
malarial fevei-s and hydrophobia. They n 
found in "the blood, the saliva, and even 
tissues of victims of these diseases, and it 
therefore evident that they were the caus 
disease—just as it, is evident that a bu 
found in the brain of a murdered man 
the cause of his death. 


But now comes Dr. Gregg with the pair 


assertion that bacteria are always presenj 
the blopd of everybody. No matter wnet' 
the individual is healthy or diseased, 
whether the blood taken from him is ex; 
ined while it is fresh! or after it has becc 
decomposed, the microscope will always sh 
that the blood contains bacteria. This, 
course, utterly upsets the theory that b|a 
teria produce disease, and destroys the va 
of an enormous quantity of medical litt 
tare written in defense of that theory. 


This, however, is not all that Dr. Gn 


has done. He has sllown that the so-cal 
bacteria are not animals, but simply parti 
of fibrine. After the laborious and app 
ently successful experiments which Past 
and others have made in breeding and cu 
vating bacteria, it is indeed unkind to de rr 
onstrate that bacteria are not alive and 
simpjly inert particles of matter. The 
mirdrs of bacteria now find that they h 
been as grossly deceived as are the Long 
and hounds who pursue an alleged fox, oil 
to find that it is a harmless anise-seed bj 


We shall now have to throw away 


theories founded oii the idea that bacte 
are alive, and to frame new theories of 
origin of disease. This will shake our fa 
in medical men, and to a certain extent 
all theories. Dr. Gregg may think he ti 
acted like a wise and good man, but it is"i i 
possible to regard him as other than a m 
dlesome and unnecessary iconoclast.
